“The inquiries I have had with re- 
gard to the Albany run,” Mayor Tarver 
continued, ‘‘satisfy me that there will 
be thirty cars from Albany alone, and 
as many more from surrounding cities 
and towns. 

“My estimate of fifty cars to start 


from Albany on the morning of No-f| 


vember 8 is a conservative one, and I 
am convinced, if anything, it will be 
more than that number. 

Whole Section Stirred Up. 

“Why, the whole of southwest Geoar- 
gia, in and around Albany, is stirred 
up and enthused over this matter until 
there is no telling what gigantic pro- 
portions it is going to reach 

“We have our entry blanks now, and 
they are oeing well distributed in re- 
sponse to numerous calls. 

“Our committee proposes to meet 
every day from now on until the word 
to go is given, and you may count upon 
it that none of the contests will -be 
given closer or better attention. 

“We will take care of everything at 
our end of the line, and show up in At- 
lanta in good shape; all we ask fs that 
you be ready for us when we get here. 

“T was handed an entry just as I left 
Albany, that of Albert Henderson, of 
Albany, who enters a 4-cylinder, $1,750 
Elmore car. 

Roads in Good Shape. 

“The roads from Albany on up to 
Macon are now in splendid shape. There 
is but one thing lacking to perfect 
them, two or three days’ rain, and when 
we get that, everything will be in first- 
class shape. 

“We have been without rain for 
about two months now, and everything 
is very..dry. One good feature about 
this is the contestants,will have no bad 
streams to cross anywhere on the route. 

‘The Albany-Atlanta route is prac- 
tically a straight road, and needs little 
marking. But in order that there may 
be no possibility of mistake, we are 
going to arrange to have the pacing car 
attend to what marking is necessary, 
as it proceeds in advance of the con- 
testants. 

“This matter will be taken up at a 
meeting of the committee on my return 
to Albany, and definitely settled in all 
its details. 

Will Make Fine Showing. 

“Albany is going into this thing to 
make a vig showing, and you may set it 
down that we are going to succeed. 

‘We will be here on November 9 with 
fifty cars or more, and you may look 
for us to that extent and right on time.” 

The other members of the committee 
of which Mayor Tarver is chairman, 
are N. F Tift, who, it is stated, will be 
Albany’s next mayor, and John A. Da- 
vis. one of the best-known bankers in 
southwest Georgia. 

Speaking of the aplendid condition of 
the roads in that section of the state, 
Mayor Tarver told a little incident of 
an Albany automobilist’s race with a 
Central train. Leaving Smithville the 
other night right with the passenger 
train, this car pulled up at the depot in 
Americus after having made the run 
over 12 miles of Sumter’s fine roads, 
juét as the train stopped at that sta- 
tion.

SEALED VERDICT 


IN DIVORCE CASE 


Batonyi and Wife Will 
Know Fate Today. 


Noted Whip Denied Charges of 
Infidelity Brought by Wife, 
Who Is a Leader in New York 
Society--Batonyi Admits That 
He Changed His Name. 


New York, October 19.—A jury in the 
supreme court decided tonight whether

Fiery Resolutions Are Adopted 
by the American Federation. 
Alleged Ferrer Was Murder- 
ed cause He Dared to 
Speak. 


Washington ,October§ 19.—Resolu- 
tions fiercely denouncing the “mur- 
Ger’ of Francisco Ferrer, the Spanish 
revolutionits, who recently was con- 
demned by court-martial and shot in 


Barcelona, were adopted at today’s ses- | 


sion of the executive counci] of the 


American Federation of Labor. 

‘We, on our personal behalf as well 
as in the name of America’s workers 
and the whole people,” fhe resolution 
declares, “express our Intense indigna- 
tion, horror and our strongest protest 
against the murder of Francisco Ferrer 
by direction of the Spanish govern- 
ment.” 

Significant Resolution, 

Taken in connection with the action 
of the supreme court of the District of 
Golumbia in sentencing President Gom- 
Secretary Morrison and John 
of the American Federation 
of Labor, to serve terms in jail for 
contempt of court, the concluding 
paragraph of the resolution is looked 
upon here as significant. 

The resolution declares that “we 
take this occasion of the military muf® 
der of a man whose real offending was 
speaking, writing and teaching hu- 
manity to become more wise, more free 
and more liberty-loving, to remind the 
people of our own country that the 
liberty of the citizen %s only secure 
when trial by jury and in open court 
for any alleged offense involving pun- 
ishment is guaranteed.” 

The resolutions go on to declare that 
‘the cause of free speech, free press 
and free education has found in Ferrer 
another martyr, the more regrettable 
in an age when civilization boasts of 
having replaced the tortures and bru- 
tality of mediaevalism by toleration 
and freedom and enlightenment.” 
Ferrer Likened to Lincoln,

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FAMOUS SURRENDER 
IS COMMEMORATED 


Elaborate Exercises Held 
at Yorktown. 


Surrender of Cornwallis 128 
Years Ago Is Celebrated--Big 
Parade by School Children. 
Address by Moore. 


Yorktown, Va., October 1!9.—On the 
historic ground where Lord Cornwallis 
128 years ago sealed the doom of 
Britain’s rule over what is now part of 
the United States, patriotic Americans 
gathered today to celebrate the anni- 
versary of the famous surrender. The 
exercises were held under the auspices 
of the descendants of the signers of 
the Declaration of Independence, the 
Yorktown Historical Society of the 
United States and the citizens of York 
county. 

The inaccessibility of the place made 
the attendance comparatively small. 
Situateq on the York river, more than 
ten miles from any railroad, Yorktown 
is practically without connection with 
the outside world save for an oc- 
casiona] steamer from points down the 
river. Today every automobile within 
a radius of 30 miles was pressed into 
service to bring the patriots to the 
celebration. Excursions steamers from 
Norfolk, Newport News and Old Point 
Comfort took care of the overflow. 
Four companies of coast artillery from 
Fortress Monroe and a detachment 
from the Atlantic torpedo flotilla par- 
ticipated in the celebration. 

Hardly had the day begun before the 
exercises opened with the marking of 
fifteen historic spotg by a special com- 
mittee from the Yorktown Historical 
Society. The places marked included 
the old Nelson house, the custom 
house, which was the first in the 
United States; the old Grace Episcopal 
church, the third of that denomina- 
tion to be erected in the country; the 
grave of Nelson, the @fice of Thomas 
Nelson, the progenitor of the Nelson 
family in Virginia; the Yorktown Inn, 
the British fortifications, the redoubts 
captured by the American and French 
forces on the night of October 14, 1781. 

This task completed, a meeting of 
the board of governors of the descend- 
ants of the signers was held. followed 
by a meeting of the Yorktown His- 
torical Society. 

School Children Parade. 

The principal event of the day was 
a parade of the schoo) children of York 
and surrounding counties. Forming on 
the banks of the river, the children 
marched to the court house, thence 
down Main street to the crumbling 
custom house, and thence to the great 
monument erected at Yorktown on 
the occasion of the centennial. There 
flowers were strewn on the graves 
of the soldiers who fell at Yorktown 
and On that of Thomas Nelson, Jr. The 
parade then moved to a grand stand 
at the Nelson house, where the exer- 
cises of the day were concluded. 

Representative J. Hampton Moore,, 
of Pennsylvania, president of the At- 
lantic Deep Waterways Association, 
delivered the principal address.

THE CONSTITUTION, 
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SAVANNAH ROUTE 
WILL BE CHANCED 


Will Go by Waynesboro 
Instead of Rosier. 


Change Is a a Slight One, Mak- 
ing the Route a Few Miles 
Longer, but Securing Much 
Better Roads--Savannah Club 
to Act on It. 


There will probably be a slight change 
made in the route of the Savannah- 
Atlanta endurance run by action of the 
executive committee this week, as the 
result of some investigations just con- 
cluded by President Frank C. Battey. 
of the Savannah Automobile Club. 

President Battey has just returned 
after a trip over some of the roads 
comprising the course of the endurance 
run to Atlanta in November, and 4n- 
nounces that he will insist on the run 
going by way of Waynesboro, between 
Millen and Louisville, instead of by 
way of Rosier, which was decided on 
after the return and report of the path- 
finding car which went over the route 
ten days ago. 

The pathfinding car did not take !n 
Waynesboro, because of the fact that 
the road by that place is 14 miles long- 
er than by wav of Rosier. President 
Battey. who went over both routes 
while away. says that the roads by 
way of Waynesboro, while longer, are 
in much better condition, and that the 
run should go that way. 

Found Roads Very Bad. 

A meeting of the executive commit- 
tee of the club will be held within a 
few davs and the matter will be taken 
up. with the result, no doubt, that the 
route will be changed. 

Mr. Battey says he made the trip to 
Louisville from Millen by way of the 
route through Rosier and found the 
roads exceedingly poor. At the 12-mile 
post he found a board bridge in such 
verv bad condition that he does not be- 
lieve some of the heavy cars. which 
will enter the race, can go over it with 
safetv. At the 16-mile post, and fur- 
ther on he found the roads so badly 
rutted that the steering knuckles of 
his machine struck the ground. 

Mr. Battey timed himself over the 
two routes and found that it took him 
one hour and fiftv-five minutes to go 
by way of Rosier. and an hour and 
fifty-three minutes to go by way of 
Wavnesboro. He thus made the 46 
miles by wav of Waynesboro in two 
minutes less than he made the 32 miles 
by way of Rosier. 

Waynesboro'’s Splendid Road. 

Mr. Battevy says the road between 
Louisville and Waynesboro is a per- 
fect boulevard and the road between 
Wavnesboro and Perkins is another 
boulevard. -The eight miles of road 
between Perkins and Millen is an ordi- 
nary road. but better than the Rosier 
road. 

Mr. Battev says the road between 
Millen and Scarborough is very good 
and that the roads near Statesboro are 
fine. From Statesboro, Mr. Battey 
will be at least two en- 
tries, Jack Blitch and Dr. Donahue. 
Svivania he believes will be represent- 
ed by I. H. Hilton. 

Mr. Battey found much 
the run and good roads during his 
trip. The best roads found by him 
were in Jefferson county, where there 
was much enthusiasm over the run,

HELO FOR MURDER 


Body of Inmate Found 
Horribly Burned. 


At Investigation by Coroner’s 
Jury of Killing of E. K. Jud- 
son at Jackson, La., Dr. E. C. 
McKowen Is Held for Murder. 


—— 


Electric lights, fans, 


St. Francisville, La., October 19.—An 
investigation by the coroner's jury into 
the killing of E. K. Judson, patient of 
the Jackson, La., insane asylum, whose 
horribly burned body was found near 
Wakefield several miles north of here 
Monday, resulted late today in the hold- 
ing of Dr. E. C. McKowen for the 
murder. 

The jury found that the body of 
Judson had been placed by the side 
of the Yazoo and Mississippi Valley 
‘railroad tracks. near Wakefield, by 
Dr. McKowen, who is in prison here 
after being arrested at his home in 
Jackson late vesterday. All the evi- 
dence indicated that Judson had been 
killed, apparently by strangulation, 
some distance from where the body 
was found. 

Dr. McKowen's arrest before the 
verdict of the coroner's jury was reach- 
ed. followed the discovery, near wheer 
Judson'’s body was found, of peculiar 
tracks, made by a two-wheeled vehi- 
cle. and the order of the coroner to 
the authorities to follow up the tracks 
and arrest the man who had . last 
driven the team. The horse and cari 
were found at a blacksmith shop in 
Jackson. and the proprietor identified 
the property as that of Dr. McKowen. 

Other tharn-to deny his guilt, Dr. Mc- 
Kowen. on advice of counsel, tonight 
declined to make any statement con- 
cerning the charge against him.

A WORD OF WARNING. 


For the sake of commercial stability and growth and for the security 
and continued prosperity of the railroads themselves, it is to be hoped that 
Presideft James McCrea, of the Pennsylvania railroad, speaks ex cathedra 
in his published denial that “the question of general advance in freight 
rates or in classification is now under consideration or contemplated.” 

Notwithstanding this view and attitude of President McCrea, there has 
been for months and still exists a well-defined impression that some move 
ment of this sort is on foot. © 

' Railroads operating in southeastern territory did order a general advance 
in rates upon certain products, and the question of the validity of these rates 
is still pending before the interstate commerce commission. : 

At the time this southeastern advance was made there was widely dis- 
cussed a proposal relative to a still more general advance upon lines through- 
out the east; and the prevalent belief has been, based upon indications strong 
enough to warrant it, that the purpose to raise these rates has not wavered, 
being delayed, perhaps, until decision is had as to the validity of the in- 
creases in this section. 

In any event, the shipping interests of the country have had sufficient 
evidence of the existence of, such a purpose to justify them in preparing to 
meet it and to take such steps as might, possibly, prevent its consumma- 
tion. | 

It is with this end in view that a meet of important shipping interests 
is in session this week in Cincinnati, a/meeting preliminary to which the 
shippers addressed a letter to the eastern lines, giving reasons why, in their 
opinion, the proposed advance in rates ¢ould not be justified.

The shippers might also appropriately have called attention to the fact 
that from a car surplus of nearly 400,000 cars two years ago, the railroads 
of the country, with every car manufactory working under rush orders, today 
face prospects of another possibly serious car shortage. 

But in the foregoing quotation lies the meat of the whole matter. 

Two years ago the railroads felt, perhaps as never before, the ettects of 
political agitation—effects which have not yet completely worn off. 

Relics of that agitation remain upon the statute books of various states, 
the result of agwcumulated iniquities for which, in last analysis, the railroads 
themselves were responsible. 

They are there, if not as stumbling blocks to their prosperity, at least 
as constant reminders of the possible extent to which an aroused public sen- 
timent might go. | 

They had best beware how they twist the lion’s tail! 

And no severer twirl could be given it than the consummation of this 
preposal to make a general advance in freight rates or freight classification. 

It seemed—and there is reason to believe they felt and still feel that 
way about it—that the railroads got all they wanted of the dose that was 
given them two years ago, with reduction of income in some instances to 
the point of bankruptcy and receivership and the abridgment of privileges 
they had previously enjoyed under the law. 

It is impossible to conceive that they want such another period of agita- 
tion with the disastrous effects that followed it—possibly doubly disastrous 
should their own acts so soon bring recurrence. 

But they can get it and will, with absolute certainty, if they keep up the 


game of playing with fire. 7 
There is no reason, logic or justification for a general advance in freight 


rates at this time. Nor is it possible to conceive of any near future condi- 


tions which could justify it. 

We repeat, therefore, the hope that President McCrea speaks not for 
his system alone, but for the railroads generally,

Increased patronage means the expansion 
of these industries, employment for more workmen, and higher prices to the 
farmer, on whose prosperity the prosperity of the remainder of the south 
depends. a 

In the building up and multiplication of this great fundamental southern 
industry, southern housewives can effectually cooperate by the systematic 
use of hogless lard and other products from the same source.

Loeb Case in High Court. 

The supreme court reached the con- 
sideration of the Samuel Loeb case a 
few minutes before adjournment on 
Tuesday. Attorney T. B. Felder spoke 
for about ten minutes, and discon- 
tinued at |! o'clock. He will resume 
his argument at 9 o'clock this morn- 
ing. This case involves the power of 
recorders’ courts all over Georgia. 

Attorney Felder claims that the au- 
tority exercised by recorders without

He saiq this was the first time the 
question had been taken to the highest 
court for review, and that the ques- 
tion involved wags one of the utmost 
importance.

A final appeal to Governor Brown te 
spare the neck of John Harper, the 
condemned murdérer who is to hang 
in Murray county next Friday unless 
executive clemency intervenes, was 
made on Tuesday by a delegation of 
Atlantg women. They appeared in the 
executive office and pleaded that 
Harper’s sentence be commuted to 


life imprisonment.

Lunacy Commission for Elliott. 

Counsel for Judd Elliott, of La- 
Grange, who is sentenced to hang next 
Friday in that city, will seek to have 
a lunacy commission called to decide 
on Elliott’s mental condition. This 
they are allowed to do under the law. 
The prison commission has declined to 
recommend clemency in his case, and 
Governor Brown approves. 

The record in the case contains & 
letter signed by Sheriff O. H. Florence 
and Jailer Horn, who state that they 
have had Elliott under their cate since 
September 2, 1908, and have seen noth- 
ing in his conduct to Indicate that he 
was insane.

Do you want a rattlesnake? 

If vou do, you can get one,.by call- 
ing at the express office and pay- 
ing $1. 

A very large, fine ratttlesnake with 
enough rattles on the end of its tail 
to make it take place among the most 
noted rattlers of the country, was 
shipped to Atlanta from a Georgia 
town and was meant as a precious 
gift to the Grant park zoo. The rat- 
tler was sent C. O. D. with $1 charges 
to collect. 

The express office sent an official 
notice to the mayor's office vesterday 
morning of the arrival of the rattle- 
snake, and in due time Dan Carey, 
general manager of the park, was no- 
tified. 

“Nay, nay, Pauline,” said the park 
manager, “we are not looking for apy 
Pettlesnakes, especially at a dollar a 
head.” 

This put the rattlesnake up to the 
express office. so to speak. 

There are three ways left open to 
the express company to dispose of the 


snake. One is to ship it back to the 


‘shipper and trv to eollect the one dol- 


lar: the second is to let it go tq any- 
body who thinks there is $1 worth in 
a snake of the kind. and the third is 
to keep it and sell it at the next “ole 
hoss’ sale.

The proceeding involved the novel 
proposition that a husband who is re- 
quired to pay alimony to his wife is 
not subject to the jurisdiction of the 
courts where she lives, if he has estab- 
lished residence elsewhere, even though 
he be temporarily within that jurisdic- 
tion. 

Laboring under the requirement to 
pay his abandoned wife $15 per week, 
Mackenzie teft Illinois and went to 
Idaho, where he became a citizen. Re- 
turning afterwards for a temporary 
stay in Chicago, he was arrested and 
imprisoned for contempt of court be- 
cause of his refusal to make payments 
as required.

BY TEXAS CLOUDBURST 


Over Ten Inches of Rain Falls 
in Hours in Town of 
San Marcos, Texas. 


San Marcos, Texas, October 19.—A 
cloudburst struck this city early to- 
day, causing a heavy property lows.

CARTER MONEY TIED UP 
BY ORDER OF THE COURT 


Funds Were Rapidly Being

° Fees. 


Washington, October 19.—Anticipat- 
ing the proposed action tomorrow in 
Chicago of Captain Oberlin M. Carter, 
convicted of defalcation in connection 
with government improvement on the 
harbor at Savannah, Ga., to procure ay 
further allowance of counsel fees, to 
be paid out of the Carter fund now in 
the hands of a receiver, the supreme 
court of the United States today is- 
sued an order staying proceedings in 
the United States circuit court for the 
northern district of Illinois, so far as 
such an application is concerned.
